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US student group 
aided by CIA 

The National Student Association, with one and a half 
million members studying on more than 300 American univers- 
ity campuses, disclosed recently that it had received aid from 
the Central Intelligence Agency during the past fifteen years.

NSA President Eugene Groves 
said the CIA funds helped fi- 
nance the association's activitic!> 
abroad, including sending re- 
presentatives to international 
student conferences and support- 
ing student exchange programs. 

The association decided in tîic 
early ninctcen-fiftics to talcc 
CIA funds, Groves said, because 
"at that time it was impossible 
to obtain funds from private 
groups" to support the organiz- 
ation's international activities. 
The NSA stopped talcing funds 
from the CIA last year. 

Groves said that at no time 
did the student organization 
"serve any intelligence func- 
tion" or provide "information 
of a sensitive nature" to any 
United States Government 
Agency. 

Grove's statement was in res- 
ponse' to the March issue of 
Ramparts Magazine, in which an 
article discusses in detail the 
relationship between the NSA 
and the federal agency. 

In an advertisement printed 
in the New York Times publiciz- 
ing its forthcoming article. Ram- 
jtarUi said it "will document how 
the CIA has infiltrated and sub- 
verted the world of American 
student leaders, over the past 
fifteen years." The ad continued: 

"It has used students to spy; 
it has used students to pressure 
international student organiz- 
ations itflo talcing Cold War po- 
sitions; and it has intcifcred, in 
n most shocTcing manner, in the 
internal workings of the nation's 
largest and oldest student or- 
ganization." 

The CIA has refused to com- 
ment on the matter. However, 
after the story appeared in the 
New York Times yesterday, the 
State Department admitted that 
it was true. 

firnvcs, a 10G5 Rhodes schol.-ir, 
said that the NSA received the 
money llirough foundations that 
acted as go-betweens for the 
agency. He said he did not'know 
exactly how much the associa- 
tion had received from the CIA. 

Groves .said the student asso- 
ciation decided to stop taking 
funds from the CIA because "in 
the past two years the officers 



have changed so that they do not 
justify the existence of a covert 
relationship with Government 
agencies." 

The organization's officers al- 
so cainc to believe, he said, that 
tlic rciutionship was "inconsistent 
with the democratic, open nature 
of the NSA". and that "an obliga- 
tion of tryst to the students of 
the nation and our own personal 
principles demanded that such a 
relationship be terminated and 
that all sources of funding be 
open." . 

The association, throughout 
the fifteen years during which 
it received CIA funds, frequently 
look positions at variance with 
Administration actions or offi- 
cial policy at home and overseas, 
he said. 

The agency's funds were used. 
Groves said, for "broad programs 
of international affairs which 
worked with other unions of stu- 
dents." 

Since the association terminat- 
ed its relationship with the 
agency. Groves said, it has been 
receiving all of its funds^from 
private or open government 
sources.

John Humphrey, a profcsHor of 
international law, said tiiat Iho 
war is illegal because it con- 
travenes article two of the United 
Nations charter. He supported 
this theory by showing ân advcr- 
tiHcnicnt, inserted in the New 
York Times by leading American 
inlcilcctual figures which advanc- 
ed tiic same theory. 

Professor Humphrey said that 
"this is a particularly stupid war 
because even if the Americans 
achieved a military victory, which 
is not at all certain, they cannot 
impose their will on the Viet- 
namese people.'' 



"It oppalla me to think that 
people of niy race arc murdering 
the Vietnamese people in the na- 
me of national policy," he said. 

Criticism of the Americans is 
iustifiablo, since "the open-ended 
war is just us much our business 
as it is theirs" and the conse- 
quences tu both of us can be tho 
same, he said. 

He continued "in the final ana- 
lysis, it will only be the course 
of public opinion in America that 
will bring this war to an end."

It's big and it's ugly 

Dinosaurs were not very intelligent oni- 
mals. When a dinosaur was disturbed by 
a smaller aninoal, it would ignore it patiently 
for a long period of time. Then when the 
annoyance became intolerable, it would 
thrash out wildly in all directions, creating 
a great uproar but rarely solving the pro- 
blem. 

It is this sort of patience that the govern- 
ment has shown in its handling of the teach- 
ers' strike, and now it has begun to thrash. 
Bill 25 is perhaps' the most repressive piece 
of legislation introduced in a Quebec legi- 
slature since the worst days of Duplessis. It 
will set back both education and labor re- 



lations in this province many years. And 
those who will be hurt most by it will be 
precisely the elementary and high school 
students it is ostensibly intended to help. 

The right to strike for public service em- 
loyees is a new concept in this province, 
and it was perhaps inevitable that its im- 
plementation would cause problems. A si- 
tuation in which teachers could ultimately 
walk out created a need for responsibility 
as much on the part of the school boards 
and the government as on the part of the 
teachers. What has happened is that the 
MCSC has negotiated in bad faith, while the 
government has waited until it felt the si- 
tuation was an emergency and then scuttled 
negotiations just when a settlement appear- 
ed to be in sight. 



The implications of Bill 25 go far beyond 
the Catholic 'teachers, or even the teaching 
profession as a whole. Every Catholic stu- 
dent in this province will be taught for the 
next eighteen months, and^robably for long 
after, by a dissatisfied teacher. The hopes 
for improved educational standards in this 
province depend largely on the presence of 
teachers who are more qualified and have 
a greater sense of professionalism. Nego- 
tiations now going on between Protestant 
teachers and the Protestant school board 
have been sabotaged. The suspension of 
the right to strike, even where it has been 
used with responsibility, is a matter of 
concern to everyone. 

Although the teachers have advanced a 
compromise proposol, there is no sign that 
the bill will be withdrawn. If it goes 
through, it will leave the teachers with a 
choice between a return to work under im- 
possible conditions and extralegal action. 
The teachers' strike will increasingly take on 
the character of a fight for basic human 
dignity. 

Public support is crucial, because public 
pressure is the only weapon the teachers 
have. Mr. Fekete and his eleven fellow 
Council members who signed the telegram 
to M. Bertrand are to be commended for 
their action. But it is for from enough ; 
there con be no higher priority for Council 
than the future of education in this province.'

Power and its problems

As McGill's student government lurches towards the end of two years of crisis politics, 
its workings undergo increasingly thoughtful scrutiny. The legislative branch — Council — has 
been closely watched cluring successive UGEQ and Daily debates, resulting in a spate of i pro- 
posed constitutional anriendments designed to have Council respond more adequately to the 
campus's evolving; needs. And last fall a judiciary branch was finally set up. The dynamics 
of the executive branch, however, have been much less publicly discussed — perhaps partly 
because in this area personality is much more to the fore. 



For many years tlic Students' 
Society was run by an "est- 
ablishment" of professional- 
school students, usually from ■ 
Law or Medicine, who depend- 
ed on administrative ability and 
a relatively small range of con- 
tacts to oversee what was, in 
Doug Ward's terms, a yearbook- 
and-dances organization. Not 
that they necessarily wanted it 
that way — Bob Carswell, one 
of the most professional, re- 
cently thought aloud, "I wish 
I had had an activist campus 
to deal with." The run was 
broken when, at the same time 
as the campus elected its first 
foreign-student and woman prcs- 
idcnU, successive biow-ups 
over fees and the Daily induced 
a growing number of "activists" 
to work with a much broader 
and fresher concept of "stud- 
ent politics". 

The. Studenh' Society is 
evelvlnp so fast on many 
fronts that last year's innova- 
tions are barely institution- 
allied and thtir lessons learnt 
before they are superseded. 
Consequently, It is mainly 
from this yaaKs experience 
that understanding for nsxt 
year mutt be sought, and the 
chief leuon Is this: beware of 
tha dark horse who doesn't 
know the job. 

How does the McCoubrc'y 
presidency shape up? McCou- 
brey inherited from Sharon 
Sholzbcrg an office which had 
been marked by controversial 
innovation,. a rift with part of 
the student body and uneasy 
relations with the Administra- 
tion. Perhaps his major goal 
was to "restore the prestige" 
of the Students' Society execut- 
ive, lie came Into office with 
a head of goodwill behind him, 
much of which he has retain- 
ed through all^tbatj, followed, 
and tough pnibiomr'ihcad of 
him. Ho had lost the Union's 
building manager, fired the 
Daily's advertising manager 
and perhaps boxed himself in- 
to a comer with an implied 
promise .to "do something" a- 
bout the cafeteria. His internal 
vice-president was out of town 
for .tiic summer and his ex- 
ternal vp was to bo deliberately 
inactive during his- tcrm.- 

By the 'end of the summer, 
with some Informal help from 
the University admlhistrallon, 
he had filled the two staff po- 
sitions and hbrcd a now caterer 
for tho cafeteria. It remains 
in doubt whether , these mea- 
sures have worj|^|oat happily: 
relations wlth'^Btwdfii'g Manag- 
er John Jones proved problem- 
atical (bi November he de- 
manded . and -got- a .one-year 
contract giving him almost dic- 
tatorial powers In .the Union),- 
and the new cafeteria contract 
with Crawlcy-McCracken may 



idcvclop into Council's worst 
problem. 

It is in ^cCoubrcy's work 
with Council where inexpc^ 
iencc has caused the most dif- 
ficulty. There is no evidence 
that ,hc bothered to read the 
President's Report of 1963, 
commonly known as the Echen- 
berg epic, which urges as much 
informal discussion as possible 
with Council members on key 
is.sucs, especially where a port- 
folio is affected. Or if he has 
read it, it would seem that he 
has taken no note of its re- 
commendations. Most Council 
members find • McCoubrcy al- 
most unapproachable on bu- 
siness matters. When they do 
approach him, discussion of bu- 
siness is usually cursory, tak- 
ing a back seat to small talk or 
explanation of low personal 
morale, which seems incompa- 
tible with effective functional 
relationships. 

McCoubrey-led Council meet- 
ings arc often dismaying in 
their amateurism. Among other 
insights, the Echcnberg Report 
points out that "no item must 
ever, be brought up at a Coun- 
cil meeting without at least 
one possible solution worked 
out... It is futile to present 
. an undiscussed topic for deci- 
sion." 

The question of how to go 
about selecting UGEQ delegates 
was only the most recent exam- 
ple of a problem which- has 
come before Council without an 
acceptable sohitloin prepared 
beforehand; after the SC had 
spent an hour trying to devise 
a workable technique with no 
legislative ^oversight, the Chair- 
man reprimanded Council for 
childishly wasting tiine|on^ de- 
tails. Noise level at Counâl-is 
high, in more ways than one, 
but the irritated-schoolteacher 
stance of the chabman seems 
only to aggravate testy feelings. 

Then there Is the question 
' of technical details of parlia- 
mentary procedure, where the 
onus on the chabr is heaviest 
It is generally ^ conceded that ^ 
Sharon Sholzbcrg'-'at icîist kncW ' 
her Cushing's Manual -7- "Elle 
' l'a i inangé,- à 'peu près!" Mc- 
Coubrcyfro^^ bc said 

to haye^prbccdÙfe'àt his finger-' 
tips;'more than once there have 
had to be time-outs at meet- 
ings to sort out hangups, and 
Council continually falls Into 
slipshod procedure^^, worse, 
procedural wranf^pi^Hls lack 
of contirol was evisD 'iiiore cvi> . 
dent in the' strife-torn Open 
Meetings of November. What 
McCoubrey apparently seeks at 
meetings is "frank discussion" 
on as informal a basis as pos- 
sible; when meetings promptly 
dissolve into^^Sithe blame is 
laid on th^SSafîaith of the 
participants. " 
McCoubrey's achievements 



should not bc underrated. When 
he chooses to bc businesslike, 
he can bc effective over the 
telephone or across the adminis- 
trator's desk. His ability to in- 
fluence public opinion may have 
been demonstrated by the UG- 
EQ referendum result, which 
followed his pro^UGEQ stand. 
He has managed to prevent se- 
rious public rupture in an ex- 
ecutive whose two vice-presi- 
dents have widely separated 
political views. 

This ia • negative form of 
achievement, perhaps typical 
of the executive's gevemment- 
by-default in the burgeoning 
' area of activism in the studtnt 
Interest — the surest way to 
achieve what Aberman calls 
"the program I was elected 
for — to do nothing". 
The basic reason for the se- 
rious shortcomings of the Mc- 
Coubrcy presidency is not hard 
to discover: he dislikes his job 
intensely. In this context, it is 
understandable ; why he does 
not apply; himself enthusiastic- 
ally to its' problems^- or Iwther 
to oil the mechanism of effec- 
tive decision-making. He has 
told Council publicly, only half* 
joldngly, that he avoids Einance 
Conmiittee. problems ' whânever 
he can. He has said privately, 
"If I had ever been to a single 
Council meeting before I ran, 
I would never have gone for 
the Job". - 

. Several xcondusions can be - 
draymi; îbè éweéping constitu- 
tional amendments' which have 
been . proposed, providing for 
redistribuUon of Council seats, 
a new Daily-Gbiucll relation- 
ship, and a ''speaker" for Coun- 
cil and Open Meetings, would 
Induce an Initiating and policy- 
makbig . rather than a quasi- 
moderating role for the presi- 
dency. Most observers consider 
" it extremely important- to .^luve 
these proposials ' d^cùnéd : and 
decided upon; . This. ; reform 
would shift the emphasis of the 
president's work from reacting- 
to situations to planning pro- 
grams and action for - contin- 
gencies. '. .
